Shift of Industry 


G tv im o r Kine is alarmed, and understandable, al»out 
th e sh ift o f some of Pennsylvania's industries to other 


He spoke the other day about efforts to promote "a 
m igration o f the textile industry in Pennsylvania to the 
South. 
“Federal subsidies, supplem ented by tax-free invita­ 
tions and the offer of cheaper labor ate responsible for this 
m igration /' he said. 
“Hundreds o f long-tim e faithful and 
productive Pennsylvania workers have become jobless " 
Mr. Fine has appointed a 16-member com m ittee to in­ 
vestigate and report on what can be done to atop the m igra­ 
tion. 
In som e cases, perhaps there's nothing that can be done. 
Som e industries whose m oving problems are sm all and who 
operate in highlv-com petitive fields will graviate to pisces 
where production costs are low est. 
But to the extent that the state governm ent can do 
anything, it can help by providing the kind o f c o n d itio n s 
m ost likely to keep industry in Pennsylvania. 
T his it can do by providing services to industry and its 
em ployees which other stales can't match, by keeping gov­ 
ernm ent expenses within hounds, and by keeping taxes as 


low as possible on both industries and p eo p le.
